“A revision of the income tax inns

The 
excess profits tax need not long be 
maintained at the rates which were 
necessary while the enormous ex- 
penses of the war had to be borne: 
but it should be made the basis of 
permanent system which wil! reach 
undue profits without discouraging 
the enterprise and activity of our 
business men. The tax on inherit- 
ances ought, no doubt. to be recon- 
sidered in its relation to the fiscal 
systems of the several! states, ut it 
certainly ought to remain a perma- 
nent part of the fisca! system of the 
Federal Government also. 


“Many of the minor taxes provided 


for in the revenue legislation of 1917 
and 1918, thouh no -doubt made 
necessary by the pressing necessities 
of war time, could hardly find suffi- 
cient justification under the easier 
circumstances of peace, and can now 
happily be got rid of. 


Among these, 
hope vou will agree, are the ex- 


cises upon various manufacturers 
and the taxes upon retail sales. Thev 
are unequal in the incidence on dif- 
ferent industries and on different in- 
dividuals. Their collection is diffi- 
cult and expensive. Those which are 
levied upon articles sold at retail are 
largely evaded by the readjustment 
of retail prices. 


“On the other hand, | should as- 


sume that it is expedient to maintain 
a considerable range of indirect tax-

“The supporters of the peace treaty

ESPISCOPAL BISHOP GREER OF 
NEW YORK DIES AT 75 


Succumbs Week After Operation: 
One of Most Active Church 
Leaders of Country,

Episcopal bishop of New York, died 
in a hospital here at 6:10 o'clock last 
night.

His 
grandfather was a clergyman of the 
Church of England, serving for many 
vears in Wheeling. He was graduat- 
ed from Washington College, Pa., in 


1862. lie entered the Protestant 
episcopal Seminary of Kenyon Col- 
lege, lie was made a deacon and 


graduated in 1866 and assumed 
charge of Christ Church, Clarksburg, 
ar. Sa 

He was ordained a priest in 1868 
and became rector of Trinity 
Church, Covington, Ky., where he re- 
mained until he accepted a call in 
1872 to Grace Church, Providence, 
R. I, He was married in 1869 to Miss 
Caroline A. Keith of Covington, Ky.) 
They had two sons and two daugh- 
ters.
